“ay While munching a steak sandwich on 
Thursday, Heikki Mikkola made some 
general inquiries about the Carlsbad 
International course for the Hang Ten 
U.S. Grand Prix and, subsequently, 
reflected as how he could beat Ake 
Jonsson, yp to this point the star of the 
Trans-AMA series. By 2:30 on Sunday 
afternoon, he had made a good start 
toward making his claim good by 
winning the first International 
45-minute moto with a comfortable, 
though not overwhelming, margin. Ake 
Jonsson was behind him and Roger 
DeCoster was an even greater distance 
back at the finish. 

It didn’t start out that way, though. 
When the gate dropped, the usual mad 
rush down the short start straight put 
about three riders abreast into the first 
turn. When the pack had cleared out by 
the second turn around the off-camber 
uphill, the point man was Brad Lackey. 
And he was haulin’. The fans went wild. 
For three laps Lackey held the lead 
against hard, determined riding from the 
fresh International class riders. Then he 
went hot into a tur, slid out too far 
and Jonsson and Mikkola went past 
him, Jonsson hung onto Mikkola for a 
couple of laps and then the Flying Finn 
flew. He was going horrendously fast 
during that first moto and, short of his 
dropping it, there was no way anybody 
could reach him once he got out in

which he didn’t get. Grossi won. 
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his way up from his now-traditional 
bad start and had passed everybody but 
Jonsson to get into third, where he 
stayed. 

Meanwhile, Lackey was: still first 
American running but seemed to slow 
noticeably from the midpoint of the 
moto on. First, Hans Maisch got by 
Brad and the German started closing on 
DeCoster as the laps wore on. After a 
short dice, the CZ works rider, Jiri 
Churavy, also passed Brad toward the 
end of the first moto. The other Czech, 
Miroslav Halm, made several concerted 
efforts to get by the American and 
couldn’t. Halm was instead passed by 
Pierre Karsmakers, latest European 
arrival from the Husqvarna team. 

The only other Yank to make the top 
ten finishers in the first moto was Gary 
Jones, who was buried in the pack for 
most of the moto and didn’t seem to get 
untracked until the last few laps, when 
he improved his placing by several 
positions. 

When the starting gate dropped for 
the second and final Intemational moto, 
the pack roared into the first turn with 
the lead belonging to none other than 
the 500cc World Champion himself. 
Roger DeCoster must have gotten tired 
of working to pass all those guys and 
decided to save himself the trouble by 
getting out front to start with. When the 
crowd got sorted out, it was DeCoster, 
Jonsson and Maisch running around in 
that order. Lackey was, once again, the 
first rider with a Stars and Stripes 
number jumper: fifth on Lap One. First 
moto winner Mikkola had gotten a very 
mediocre start and was about tenth on 
Lap One; moving up to sixth by the end 
of the second lap. 

DeCoster was quick, controlled, and 
not making any mistakes, much the 
same way Mikkola had toured the 
course in the first moto. There was one 
significant difference, however. 
DeCoster wasn’t going as fast (according

to the unofficial clock on my wrist) and 
Ake Jonsson got past him on Lap Four. 

About two laps later, Mikkola had 
worked his way up on Lackey and 
finally got by ‘him going up to the 
much-discussed Carlsbad uphill. Mikkola 
seemed to have a better line on Lackey’s 
Kawasaki torquer and he dialed his 360 
prototype Husky right past him in the 
vertical plane. 

For a long, long time after Jonsson 
and Mikkola made their final passes of 
the moto, the order remained: Jonsson, 
DeCoster, Maisch, Mikkola, and Lackey. 
The next group of contenders was made 
up of an international mix including 
Halm on the CZ, Van Velthoven on the 
Yamaha, English ace Andy Roberton on 
the Husky he used to take the British 
championship, and the young 
Washington rider, Jim Pomeroy, who 
was wicking his Bultaco to one of his 
finer performances, He even briefly led 
Lackey until he got too anxious and 
crashed. Pomeroy made a nice recovery, 
though. 

The riders, Europeans and Americans 
alike, seemed to get very tired toward 
the end of the 45-minute motos. A lot 
of position changes occurred in the last 
10 to 15 minutes 
International motos. 

As Hans Maisch got slowed in traffic, 
Mikkola closed right up on him in the 
last ten minutes of the final moto. 
Heikki was making a strong bid to 
improve his position by getting by 
Maisch and at least guarantee himself a 
second overall, as nobody seemed able 
to get by Jonsson after the midway 
point of the moto. Ake didn’t seem to 
be going as fast as Heikki had in the first 
go, but he didn’t need to. Ake was in 
front and almost all of the other 
front-runners were tiring. DeCoster 
started to reclose the gap that Jonsson 
had stretched out but never was able to 
threaten seriously.

While the world was shaking from the 
news of Japanese new weapons, Benelli 
did a number of their own: a 750 Six. 
They claim 76 BHP at 9000 RPM. It is 


a single overhead cam with a. 9:1 
compression ratio coupled to a 
five-speed “gearbox. It uses three 


carburetors but otherwise resembles the 
engine compartment of a Honda Four a 
great deal-from the side. It uses six 
exhaust pipes and chain drive. It gets 
back to zero through dual Benelli design 
discs on the front and one on the rear. 
Benelli is looking for a piece of the 
Japanese market and will probably price 
the six competitively. 
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Noguchi. 


CN: When did you first become involved with the 
sport of motorcycling? 

Noguchi: That was at the age of 16 when I began to 
race. At that time we were running and working on 
CZ’s, Velocettes and Vincents. Four years later when 
I was 20, Yamaha began producing bikes. So in 1955 
I was called to road race for them. I ran their YD’s 
against Honda's four cylinder on Japan’s courses. The 
courses were mostly a combination of an oval and a 
road race course and the surface was made out of 
volcanic ash. On circuits like Fuji I competed against 
racers like Ito and Takahashi and bikes like Honda, 
Suzuki and Monark. 

CN: When did you stop racing and become involved 
in R&D work for Yamaha? 

Noguchi: My last races were at the Isle of Man and 
in Holland in 1961. At that time all of my fellow 
racers were going to four wheels and my family was 
putting pressure on me to quit racing. Yamaha 
wanted me to continue to compete but offered me 
the alternative of using my knowledge in bringing up 
their young racers. So between racing and working in 
more of a managing or mechanical sense there was no 
gap. 

CN: Do you recall Gary Nixon competing at the 
Fuji circuit in 1966? 

Noguchi: Yes, I am the chairman of the Sports 
Riders Club in Japan and Nixon joined our club to 
obtain a license to race. (ED--Nixon won the 
Amateur race run in conjunction with the Japanese 
GP.) 

CN: Are you still connected with Yamaha or is your 
operation strictly private? 

Noguchi: The Noguchi setup is a private business 
but I myself am still under contract to Yamaha. It is a 
different setup than a Yoshimura-Honda because 
while Yoshimura is strictly a private operation I do 
receive support from the factory. Yamaha does most 
of the research and development on bikes and parts 
and once they are satisfied with them they turn them 
over to me. Occasionally PII be contacted and 
requested to iron out problems that other factories 
are having with their racers; I’ve done this for Honda 
and Rockford. Suzuki has also consulted with me 
about certain problems. 

CN: Then Noguchi products are actually the result 
of Yamaha development, right? 

Noguchi: That is partially correct. The parts, bikes, 
etc., are mostly Yamaha’s ideas and work but they 
come up with, let’s say, ideas that they can’t totally 
put to use and still make money so certain things are 
turned over to me for further development and 
production. Dirty Distributing has been selling parts, 
kits, bikes, etc., that are mostly things that Yamaha 
developed. We had no intention of building or 
perfecting these parts, etc., for America until David 
Townsley, the owner of Dirty, came up with the idea 
of importing them. We arè now planning on 
expanding this setup. 

Townsley: Let me add to that. Noguchi has a retail 
Yamaha shop in. Yokohama that is a virtual mecca for

NOGUCHI

Who is Noguchi? Those inside the American racing scene have heard the name Noguchi throughout the past 
racing season. Through the efforts of Dirty Distributing Company of Atlanta both road racers and motocrossers 
have been able to obtain either complete bikes or highly developed parts that bear the stamp of Taneharu 


To say he is Yamaha’s answer to Honda’s Yoshimura is not sufficient. Noguchi began what has developed into a 
lengthy connection with Yamaha in 1955 when he became a member of their factory road racing team. He 
successfully campaigned the “better machine” brand in Japan and throughout Europe for several years. In 1961 he 
was appointed team manager and started doing research and development work, concerning himself mainly with 
Yamaha’s various road racers. 

While he is still under contract to Yamaha, Noguchi has his own place of business and is now turning out, 
besides bikes and parts, complete conversion kits that enable one to build their own Noguchi-Yamaha bike. 

Noguchi visited America for the first time in September to observe the racing scene in red, white and blue land 
and to further establish his relationship both with Dirty Distributing and with Yamaha International, the 
American representative of Yamaha. He, along with his export manager and interpreter Bob Narikawa and David 
g, found time in what was a very hectic schedule to give us a few hours to 


racers. Less than 10 per cent of his sales are out of 
the box Yamahas. The majority are bikes that he has 
prepared. He has three buildings: One for the store 
and normal service, one for fabrication where he 
builds pipes and frames and does his modifications 
and another building for storage. 
CN: With your operation being subsidized by 
Yamaha, who owns the part or idea if, say, you 
develop a superior cylinder, piston or what have you? 
Noguchi: We certainly don’t want to get into a 
conflicting position with Yamaha so if we produce 
something that they can make use of it is certainly 
theirs. We are under contract to them so anything 
they like they can have. 
CN: Since that is the setup, why aren’t the 
production Yamaha motocross and road race bikes 
built with Noguchi innards? 
Noguchi: Yamaha’s own people will do the same 
thing to their racers that we do to ours. But you must 
remember that a large percentage of the production 
racers are bought by Amateurs. The factory riders, 
experienced privateers, etc., will do modifications 
similar to ours but the average Amateur needs no 
more than what he can purchase. 
CN: You attended the Charlotte, N.C., race 
weekend. What was your impression of the half mile, 
motocross and road race? 
Noguchi: I haven’t seen enough American racing to 
really comment but it would appear to me that oval 
road racing seems to be lacking in interest 
spectatorwise and that dirt oval racing appears to be 
the popular thing, probably because of the smaller 
amount of money involved in dirt racing as opposed 
to road racing. I was not particularly impressed with 
the calibre of the motocross riders. Motocross is 
becoming a very big thing in Japan. 
CN: What did you think about the Harley-Davidson 
that Mark Brelsford rode to victory at Charlotte? 
Noguchi: It’s very impressive. There’s nothing 
sophisticated as far as the engine goes and how it can 
be handled like that is really impressive. A Japanese 
rider wouldn’t even dream of handling a big bike like 
that on a tight course. 
CN: Kawasaki attempted, not too successfully, to 
give the Yamaha 250’s a battle in the lightweight road 
-races this year with their single cylinder 350. They 
now have a production three cylinder 250. Do you 
feel that this machine could become a threat to the 
class that Yamaha has dominated for years? 
Noguchi: It’s all a matter in how Kawasaki prepares 
it. I think they will compete with it if they feel they 
can run it without losing face. If it’s just a matter of 
speed, yes, it would be faster but it has a wide engine 
so it will probably be a question of whether or not it 
will handle and, of course, whether it will last.

CN: What can you tell us about the probability of | 
Americans seeing either the watercooled Yamahas or 
the four cylinder 750 competing in the near future? 
Noguchi: We don’t want to be the ones to make 
firm comment on that. The watercooled bikes will 
happen. It’s just a matter of time.

CN: We personally became familiar with the name 
Noguchi when John Long started his winning season 
at Daytona aboard the Noguchi-Dirty Yamaha and 
when Bobby Winters took third in the Combined race 
on a Dirty Yamaha. What were your personal feelings 
when Long accepted a ride for Kawasaki? 

Noguchi: Perhaps David should answer that. 
Townsley: John’s not finishing at Laguna Seca, as 
you know, was due to one of thoseinickel and dime 
things failing. We certainly didn’t want to stand in his 
way of Kawasaki’s offering of substantial money. I 
personally feel that lack of time on Hansen’s part was 
perhaps the main reason that John’s Kawasaki didn’t 
take him to another win. A team must devote the 
majority of their time to the Experts’ bikes. John had 
the choice of either riding the Kawasaki or the 
Noguchi-Yamaha. 

CN: Will Long ride for Dirty at Ontario? 

Townsley: Noguchi has been working this week 
building a set of cylinders and a crankshaft for Gary 
Fisher to use in California. Once again it will be a 
matter of choice. Fisher can either ride his own 
Yamaha or ours. Long has the same choice he had 
before--the Kawasaki or the Yamaha. (ED--Fisher 
rode the Noguchi-Dirty Yamaha and finished seventh 
overall and was the first Yamaha to finish. Long 
chose to ride the Yamaha and, according to Noguchi 
and Townsley, accepted advice from a friend that 
changed the setup Noguchi had worked up, and as a 
result lost top end speed and finished third in the 
Ontario Novice race.) 

CN: Do you foresee Yamaha continuing their 
extensive racing effort? 

Noguchi: We have it direct that they will continue 
to race. They have no intentions of quitting racing. 
CN: What do you see for Noguchi in the future? 
Noguchi: The work I have always done has been and 
will continue to be 2 hobby. Yes, there’s money in it 
but if it’s going to have the name Noguchi on it--it’s 
going to be the best.

The exhibition event is what 
is hoped to be the forerunner event for 
a motocross sidecar class in the Trans 
AMA series in 1973. “Cycle World’ 
magazine, promoters of the final Trans 
AMA at Saddleback, and Norton Villiers 
are the organizers of the first 
appearance of motocross sidecars from 
Europe and are behind the move to have 
the enormously crowd pleasing event 
included on the American professional 
motocross scene as it is in Europe. Their 
first appearance will be at Hopetown. In 
order to defray transportation costs, 
they plan to sell the hacks before 


returning to Europe.

MOTOCROS

It was Sunday at Indian Dunes and 
about thirty Old Timers were on the 
line waiting for their next moto. I 
walked over to watch the start because 
it always gives me a lift. The iron gate is 
used to start the anxious young riders in 
the other motos. It really works. There 
are no false starts with that formidable 
barrier holding the snarling machines in 
check. A real time saver. But the Old 
Timers do it a little differently. They 
line up in three rows with the Experts in 
front, the Amateurs next, and then the 
Novices. After moving into their starting 
positions they kill their engines and just 
wait, cool and collected. The adrenalin 
is probably flowing, but it doesn’t show. 
These virile competitors have been over 
the road in their forty plus years and 
they enjoy motocross as a stimulating 
bit of exercise which beats mowing the 
lawn all to hell. 

A colorful bunch, most of the riders 
were wearing red riding jerseys or 
T-shirts with the gold club insignia. 
Some wore leathers that looked like 
they had been through a hundred wars. 
I saw J.L. Siebrandt sitting on his big 
Greeves in the first row...‘‘Old Steady as 
he Goes,’’ the former Catalina 
Motorcycle Run Champ who gets his 
fair share of firsts. Club president 
Blackie Lewis, ex-speedway and desert 
pro was there too, on his big Inter-Am 
CZ. I noticed a preponderance of big 
bikes and remembered what Joaquin 
Morillo told me when I asked him what 
he thought of racing a 125. “You can’t 
give away anything to these guys. The 
big bikes handle almost as good and 
they will get you coming out of the 
hole.” Joaquin, a former boondocker 
turned racer is fondly referred to as “Lil 
Chili Pepper” because his cheerful 
countenance adds special spice to the 
club, He really gives them fits. 

The first year saw the group riding in 
two divisions; 0-200cc and 250+. As 
riding abilities improved, this form of 
scoring was discarded for the present 
classes of Expert, Amateur and Novice. 
All ride in the same moto but are scored 
and trophied separately. Most of the 
small bikes run like 400 bikes but 
everyone claims with a straight face 
they are strictly stock. (And a more 
honest bunch of guys you'd never want 
to meet, heh heh.) 

Finally the previous. moto began 
receiving the checkered flag and the Old 
Timers kicked their potent machinery 
into life. When they were all running 
and warmed up the flagman waved off 
the Experts in a cloud of two-stroke 
blue smoke. After they disappeared 
around the first tum the Amateurs were 
waved off and went nipping at the heels 
of any Experts who were dogging it. 
Then the Novices blasted off like the 
charge of the light brigade. They play 
cat-and-mouse at the tail end, getting 
used to their new machines and the feel 
of motocross. They probably have the 
most fun of all since there’s less pressure 
to maintain their point standing. If 
anyone gets smart and starts mixing it 
up with the Amateurs too much, they 
make him an Amateur, fixing his little 
red wagon! 

By the third lap the Experts, 
Amateurs and Novices are all mixed 
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Ed Poore, Old-Timers founder, tightens the spokes on his Bultaco’s front wheel before the race. 


together and you can’t tell who’s 
coming or going. I remember one time a 
bunch of them traded number plates. 
With different numbers on the front 
than on the sides the score keepers were 
blowing their minds trying to keep 
track, 

I walked over to the cliff which 
overlooks the long straight next to the 
shallow river at the beautiful Indian 
Dunes Shadow Glen course. Blackie 
Lewis was getting it on with the big 
Maicos, doing about seventy down the 
straight. At the end of it he must have 
hit a whoop-de-doo wrong, because I 
saw him go cartwheeling about twenty 
feet into the air. I didn’t think he was 
ever going to come down. Then I didn’t 
think he was ever going to get up. 
About ten scary seconds later he shook 
himself, staggered back onto his CZ and 
finished second overall for the day. 
They find him tough to beat when 
things go right. Just for the fun of it I 
held the clock on them for a lap. They 
were only a few seconds off the Experts 
in the other classes. Then one by one 
they received the checkered flag and 
rolled into their nearby pit area. 

You can always spot the Old Timers 
pits by quickly scanning the area until 
you are smacked in the face by an 
abundance of red (vermillion?) and 
gold, the club colors. Someone always 
gets up with the chickens to hang the 
club banner between two shade trees (or 
whatever) designating the area where all 
the Old Timers congregate. This is 


important because after the riders cool

off a bit they grab a Coors (thirsty 
work, this motocross) and then the 
really serious “bench racing” begins. 
“Did you see Blackie when his bike 
disappeared into that hole doing ninety? 
He must have flown forty feet into the 
air!” Few escape the ribbing which has 
become part of the general fare. A 
helping hand is given to anyone in need 
with bike trouble, but if the situation is 
hopeless, all he gets is much sympathy, 
heh heh. 

How did it all get started? One man’s 
dream was brought to reality by all the 


equally enthused, over forty, 
motorcycle riders of Southern 
California. Having ridden with the 


Juniors for about two years and being 
blown off the track by their carefree 
style and reckless abandon, the founder, 
Ed Poore, decided, in his desire for 
survival, he was no match. for the 
youngsters. In an attempt at 
self-preservation he tried to promote an 
Old Timer class. After several 
unsuccessful tries his persistence was 
rewarded when Indian Dunes track 
promoter Ernie Alexander agreed to 
schedule a motocross class for forty 
plus, as long as there were six or more 
riders. A letter to the editor of Cycle 
News announcing the race and the 
formation of the club brought 
instantaneous results. Tom Hoyle, for 
instance, upon reading about the 
formation of the club, brought his bike 
in to the kitchen table and announced 
to his wife he was building a mount to 
ride with the group. And from then on

the ex-desert ace poured it on with his 
little 100 Hodaka, becoming the first 
sponsored Old Timer. 

After the first race the Old Timers 
were really on their way. They were 
first regarded as the “popcorn” event? 
but as these gentlemen of the two 
wheels proved themselves both on and 
off the track their stature grew. Indian 
Dunes is their home port, but with the 
increase in members from other areas 
they have been branching out to other 
Southern California tracks where they 
have been warmly accepted. Although 
the club is less than two years old, its 
growth has been phenomenal. It has 
almost 150 members and 25 to 40 riders 
turn out for each event, Chapters of the 
Old Timers are beginning to crop up all 
over the nation, and talk of an Old 
Timer national event is brewing. They 
already have a Can-Am Series going, 
hosting the Canadians who came to 
sunny California for the first half of the 
series, and going to Bellingham, 
Washington for the second half last 
Labor Day weekend. ; 

The present membership is as 
diversified as its riding styles. Old 
desert, enduro, and TT pros are mixed 
with newcomers to the motorcycle 
scene.

Championship Greenhorn. With 
effectively three overall wins and two 
National Championships to go in this 
area, one would think Bob would have a 
good chance to be National Enduro 
Champion, right?

Very few people 
do, And its unlikely that you’ll ever 
meet him, here in California at least 
because he can win the National Enduro 
Championship without every crossing 
the Mississippi. That’s because there are 
about 14 Nationals less than 800 miles 
from his home. If Steffan wanted to hit 
14 Nationals, he would have to travel 
about 85,000 miles and quit his job to 
do it, 

So what does the title ‘National 
Championship Enduro” mean when 
applied to a California contest? 
Precisely nothing, except that the club 
has paid an extra fee and submitted to 
more stringent rules. The winner of a 
“National” in California, or even all five 
of them, doesn’t have a chance, 

There is also a race going on for 
Number One Place in District 37, with 
Carl Price having a slight but definite 
chance to edge out Bob Steffan. Are all 
you Carl Price fans excited? Well, don’t 
start holding your breath just yet. By 
the time you read this, you will know 
the results of a National presidential 
election that hasn’t even taken place as 
I’m writing. Fifty million or so votes 
will be tallied in a matter of hours but 
the scores of 200 and some finishers of 
the Jackass National Championship 
Enduro will take three weeks to 
produce. It took God seven days to 
create the universe and it takes District 
37 three weeks to score an enduro and 
that’s that. 

Since it doesn’t matter what our best 
rider did in our “National 
Championship” and since even if it did,

I am off to Texas with my 
do-it-yourownself newspaper -kit. Old 
Number One Van is polished, gassed and 
packed with paraphernalia and 
impedimenta way over its one 
quarter-ton design limit, to wit: One 
Dirt Motorcycle with California plate, 
typewriter, two T-squares, 30 and 90 
degree red plastic triangles, two Art 
Boards, 40-single-edge razor blades, four 
tablets tissue tracing, one ream typing 
paper, one Rapidograph pen and ink 
supply, miscellaneous pencils and 
ballpoint pens, swivel chair, riding togs, 
business suit, work clothes. 

Old Number One Van and its 
do-it-yourownself newspaper kit and its 
owner have launched three successful 
motorcycle publications and if Cycle 
News Central succeeds, it will be the 
fourth in a kind of sibling rivalry that 
tries to do in journalism what General 
Motors did with cars. : 

Each of the Cycle News papers is 
independent in all the creative areas of 
ads and editorial material. They pool 
their newsgathering capacity and share 
each others’ copyrights. The business 
end is handled centrally for efficiency 
sake, and thus the economic and 
timesaving advantages of big business 
are added to the benefits of local 
newspapers operating together on a 
national scale. 

It works. The effect is to journalism 
what a chord is to music. Instead of a 
single note struck on a single string, four 
notes blend their harmonics to produce 
a fuller, richer tone. The result may be 
counterpoint, with all editions sounding 
different lines that, taken together, 
explore all of the ideas inherent in a 
subject. 

As publisher I am to this concert like 
a conductor, setting tempos and 
bringing up the brass or percussion for 
effect. I am the listener or, to abandon 
that conceit, the reader, a role I share 
with all readers except the editors and 
ad people. They are too close to the 
medium to react to it like anybody else 
would. They are making it, so they can’t 
judge it. 

To me, owning a publication is like 
fathering a child you can kill. There are 





no laws against publicide. If one of my 
publications doesn’t measure up to my 
admittedly lenient requirements of it, I 
would feel proud of sacrificing it to the 
greater glory of journalism. The 
survivors would feed upon its bones, | 
hate to see a publication that is 
journalistically dead continuing to 
occupy time and space simply because it 
continues to make money. Readers may 
continue to buy it out of habit, even 
read it out of curiosity or disgust-lust. 
But such books waste a precious 
resource, reading time, that this world 
no longer has enough of. 

Why produce motorcycle newspaper, 
then, when human events of less 
frivolity go unreported and 
misunderstood? Why get and spend a 
million bucks a year to make newspaper 
that may never sell more than 88,000 
copies of a given issue, when there are 
five to twelve million motorcycle 
enthusiasts in the United States? Well, 
because our surveys tell us that the 
average copy sold is read by three 
people, and altogether we distributed 
over 3,250,000 copies of Cycle News 
this year, so that’s a potential readership 
of ten million American bikers. Even if 
we only enlighten 1/10 of one percent 
that’s 10,000 better-informed bikers 
and that’s a sizeable minority to 
mobilize at any one time. 

By “mobilize” I don’t mean control. 
I think that the people who read 
motorcycle newspapers are quicker than 
anybody to recognize and reject overt 
attempts manipulate their 
individualities. 

But imagine if 10,000 motorcycle 


fans each wrote a letter a year to some ° 


public-sensitive agency...That kind of 
minority gets action! 

With the combined insensitivities of 
government and big business taking 
evermore ravenous chunks out of our 
humanity, I think it is my mission to 
mobilize the disparate minorities who 
see motorcycling not just as a game 
played with wheels and motors, but as a 
symbol and fulcrum of human nobility 
and cussedness. 

This is the heavy part: You 
remember I used some words associated 
with music to clarify a point or two

“HOW TO HELP” 


Preston Petty first joined MORE at the Mammoth Mountain Motocross in the late 
Spring of 1970. In the imtervening two and one-half years, he has encouraged 
innumerable other motorcyclists to join our ranks. During this past year, he ‘has 
subscribed to a lifetime membership in his own name and a second lifetime 
membership for Preston Petty Products, at $100 a pop. These facts alone, make 
Preston a ‘super-neat guy’ in my book. But, as if he hasn’t already done enough for 
the cause of motorcycling, each time that I see him he pleads with me to tell him 
more ways in which he can personally help ‘the cause’ at the local level. 

Another neat guy is Wayne Heller, Founder and President of the World Harley 
Owners Association. Wayne is involved in WHOA up to his ears, but still wants to 
know what he can personally do to help ‘the cause’ at the local level, even 
volunteering free office space. 

And the list goes on and on, There are hundreds, possibly thousands, of people 
throughout California who don’t haye a great deal of time to devote to ‘the cause of 
motorcycling’, but who sincerely want to help and will devote whatever time and 
effort they possibly can. 

We think that we have finally found their answer! 

MORE EXPLAINED 

Nearly four years ago, we first conceived the idea for a motorcycle organization 
which would have the singular purpose of protecting the rights of motorcyclists in 
legislative and land-use matters. That was the ‘birth’ of Motorcycle Owners, Riders, 
and Enthusiasts, or MORE as it has become better known. We anticipated that with 
nearly two million motorcyclists in California, we would realize an over-night 
membership of somewhere in the neighborhood of 100,000 members. With 
membership fees of $1 per year, we felt that this would provide us with the funds 
gary to hire a lobbyist and open and man at least four staff offices throughout 
the state. 

The purpose of the staff offices would be to devote full attention to local 
problems, including ‘attendance at various City Council and Boards of Supervisor 
meetings. We felt that in this way we could keep our fingers on the pulse of what was 
happening statewide. With such information, we would be in a position to notify 
appropriate members and present the motorcyclist’s point of view at such meetings 
and hearings. 

PLANS GO AWRY 

Well, as Robert Burns once penned concerning ‘‘the best laid plans of mice and 
men”, it didn’t work out that way. Instead of an overnight sign-up of 100,000 
members, we only have a membership of 13,000 after three-and-a-half years. Instead 
of a professional lobbyist, we have a ‘concerned-motorcyclist-turned-lobbyist’ 
representing us at the State Capitol. Instead of four statewide staff offices, we have 
one ‘garage-turned-office’ in Sacramento. Instead of adequate office manning, we 
have two people (my wife and myself) trying to hold it together for the entire state. 

But, even though things didn’t work out the way we planned, one truly important 
and highly unexpected fact has come to surface: there are a lot of people in this state 
who want to ‘become involved’ and to help us with our program. Our biggest 
problem has been in providing these sincere persons with the guidance they need to 
become involved in local matters. 

We had long realized that we could hold things pretty well in check at the State 
Capitol, but we are failing at the local level because we seldom hear of new 
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ordinances until after they have been passed. Because most of the problems which 
motorcyclists face occur at the local city and county level, it has long been apparent 
that we need local ‘watchdogs’ at the city and county level. Our problem was in 
locating some individual at the local level who was both willing and able to spend the 
amount of time necessary to do the job. 
PLAN EMERGES 

About two weeks ago, with a big assist from Jerry Diaz of the Marin County 
Motorcycle Association, a highly workable plan began to emerge. The ‘plan’ calls for 
58 separate chapters of MORE: one for each of the 58 counties in California. Here is 
a rough idea of the function and method of operation for each Chapter: 
1. There will be a separate Chapter for each County known as 
———-————~—~—County Chapter, MORE. 
2. Each Chapter will be comprised of any motorcycle enthusiast who is a member of 
MORE and wishes to become involved. The extent of involvement will depend 
entirely upon the amount of time and effort the person wishes to expend in behalf of 
the advancement of motorcycling. 


the 


_ 3. MORE Chapters would consist of road-riders and dirt-riders, alike. There would be 


no affiliation with, or domination by, any other clubs or motorcycle organization. 
MORE Chapters would hold meetings only if necessary and would not sponsor 
competition. = 
4.Each Chapter would have as a minimum, a President (or Chairman) and a 
Secretary. 

A. The function of the President (or Chairman) would be to appoint committees 
to preside over meetings (if meetings were necessary), and to direct the activities 
of the Chapter. 

B. The function of the Secretary would be to receive and screen mail and hearing 
notices and to communicate necessary information to the Chapter members and 
the Capitol Office of MORE in Sacramento. 


5. As a suggestion, each organized motorcycle club in a county should establish a 
position known as “Legislative Representative’’, if they don’t already have one. It 
would be advisable if the “Legislative Representative” became the club’s delegate to 
the local MORE Chapter so that he could act as a liaison and keep both his club and 
the local Chapter informed. 
6.Each MORE Chapter would operate as an individual entity but in close 
communication with the Capitol Office in Sacramento, which would assist in local 
matters when such assistance is deemed beneficial to the cause of motorcycling. 
BRIEF SUMMARY 

The foregoing is just a brief synopsis of our plans for establishing MORE Chapters 
throughout the State. We are extremely anxious to learn of your opinions on this 
proposal. Anyone interested in taking the initiative and forming a local MORE 
Chapter can obtain additional information by writing to me. We will furnish you 
with instructions on how to get on'the BLM, U.S. Forest Service, and State’ Parks and 
Recreation mailing lists as well as the mailing lists for City Council and County 
Supervisor hearings. 

Also, if more than one person wants to form a MORE Chapter in the same county, 
we'll place you in communication with each other.

‘MOTORCYCLE MEDICINE 

Have you ever ridden a desert race or 
enduro and had your hards blistered for 
the following three or four days? Gone 
to work and been useless because you 
were nursing the aches of sore muscles 
or the injuries from inadvertent 
collisions with immovable objects like 
trees and ground? Been sick with a 
combination of tension and two days of 
undigested food? Most of us have 
experienced these things (and others) 
and we survive because on Monday we 
have a chance to recuperate. 

The Six Days rider has no chance 
though, to recuperate. Whatever injuries 
and aches he accumulates on Monday he 
will have to endure on Tuesday, usually 
with the knowledge that Tuesday will 
be harder than Monday. If he becomes 
sick, he has to “ride it out” literally, or 
become a non-finisher. Taking sick leave 
in the Six Days is not permissible. 

It seems safe to estimate that the 
‘average rider in a hard race or enduro 
can count on two injuries of some 
nature for every day of riding. Most of 
these will be cuts, abrasions and sore 
muscles, but scattered into the total will 
be anumber of more serious sprains and 
broken bones. If we multiply two 
injuries times 31 riders times 6 days we 
come up with a total of 372 probably 
injuries for our Six Days riders. 
Considering that Six Days riders by the 
nature of their job tend to abuse injuries 
rather than let them heal, even small 
injuries should not be ignored. “But,” 
you might say, “That’s the job of the 
team doctor. Why are you telling me 
about it?” Well, mostly because there 
isn’t any team doctor for our team this 
year. 

Before the Six-Days started, the 
course marshal informed our. team 
managers that there would be a meeting 
of the team physicians to discuss the 
medical facilities available. An American 
surgeon, Dr. Scott Clark, happened to 
be in Czechosolovakia on vacation, 
making a movie of the Six Days. He 
agreed to attend the meeting as our 
team’s physician. There he learned of 
the very extensive preparations that the 
Czechs had made for the rescue and 
emergency treatment of riders injured 
on the trail. These included First Aid 
Teams stationed every few kilometers 
around the entire course, ambulances 
and four-wheel-drive vehicles stationed

Supervisor. Dorn Calls For 


Motorcycle Park 


Supervisor Chairman Warren Dorn 
today. called for establishment of a 
huge, public off-road motorcycle park — 
presumably in the Antelope Valley — to 


meet the recreational needs of the 
thousands of cycle enthusiasts. 
Dorn emphasized that the 


motorcycle-family park will be in a 
remote area, far from residential sites. 

In his motion, the supervisor 
instructed the Park and Recreation 
Department and the Fire Department to 
work with state and federal officials to 
find a suitable site. 

“Motorcycling is now recognized as a 
wholesome, family recreation pasttime 
instead of solely a means of 
transportation,” said: Dorn. 

He announced that the county is now 

** wotking “with= the Motorcytte tndustry~ 


at strategic spots, two helicopters on 
standby alert, and three hospitals 
prepared in advance for the types of 
expected injuries. Had it not been for 
the fortuitous presence of Dr. Clark, our 
riders would not, in all probability, even 
have been aware of the medical 
arrangements that had been made. The 
psychological advantage of knowing 
that your bod will be properly cared for 
in event of a mishap is obvious. 

AMA Competition Director Don 
Woods was well prepared. He came to 
the Six Days armed with a bottle of 
1000 vitamin B-12 capsules, roughly 
enough for the entire population of 
Czechoslovakia for a year. B-12 is one 
of those elements that’s vitally 
necessary to the human body, but only 
in tiny amounts. Excess B-12 does you 
neither harm nor good; it’s simply 
passed by the system. If a rider by some 
fluke were deficient in this substance, 
(very unlikely — there’s enough in a 
bowl of corn flakes to last for months) 
taking it at the trial would have done 
him no good. It takes a couple of weeks 
for the body to absorb enough to 
remedy a deficiency. Neverthless our 
riders got lots of B-12, courtesy of Dr. 
Woods. (No, I’m not playing physician. 
I got the information here from Dr. 
Clark who was very amused by the 
situation.) 

While the rider’s internal needs were 
being capably handled by Woods, Nurse 
Marcia was handling external problems 
by the liberal application of a substance 
bearing a suspicious resemblance to 
horse liniment. 

Putting aside the comical aspects of 
the situation, some of our riders had 
real and serious problems. Several were 
riding each day with their forearms 
swollen to twice normal size. Their arms 
were so painful that a light touch caused 
rider Don Stover to jump a foot 
sideways. This painful injury could have 
been foreseen and prevented had we had 
a Specialist in sports medicine working 
with our riders prior to the trial. Two of 
our least experienced riders were 
injured, one before the trial ever began 
and one after it was barely a day old. 
Both were trying too hard, “‘riding over 
their heads” as the saying goes. Both 
accidents might have been prevented by 
some judicious counselling. Two of our 
riders were extremely sick for several 


intoxication. Poetic justice. 
* * * * * 

J.N. Roberts is making a rapid 
recovery from his recent mishap. There 
is a readily noticeable depression in his 
skull where the bone was removed, and 
he still has many bruises and is unable 
to work or race, but he is no longer 
critically ill. His short hair (they shave 
your head when they operate on it) is 
sorta’ cute, and he grinned and said it 
was so easy to care for that he just 
might -keep it short. It is good to see 
him feeling so much better. Most of us 
heard that his son, Rafe, had also been 
injured. Rafe was hurt about two weeks 
prior to J.N. when he fell from a stool 
in a neighbor’s home, striking his head 
on a toy train. Got a nasty split skull, 
but is mow back in school and his 
mother, Dian, says he has caught up 
with the rest of the first-graders. 





Council on the problem of engine noise. 

“The manufacturers have developed 
mufflers and silencers that greatly 
restrict engine noise. 

“With proper control — which the 
county will seek — the noise problem 
can be significantly diminished,” added 
Dorn. 

He estimated that a motorcycle park 
— to be efficient and serve the greatest 
range of riders — should involve 500 


acres Or more. 
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days. Lars Larsson was treating himself 
with a special broth that he had served 
at the checks, while Dick Burleson, 
suffering some kind of Dubsek’s revenge 
was being nursed by Team Manager 
Doug Wilford. 

In all, our casualties were remarkably 
light but they might not have been. 
Other teams had some fairly serious 
problems, including broken legs and 
backs. Our worst was a broken foot 
and an injured knee. Thanks to the 
superb Czech medical facilities, our 
riders were never in danger of receiving 
inadequate attention for serious injuries. 
But this was not known in advance. The 
facilities might have been as primitive as 
they were in fact sophisticated, for all 
anyone knew beforehand. 

And, in spite of the good medical 
care available for serious problems, one 
cannot discount the fact that anyone is 
going to feel psychologically more 
secure knowing that in the event of 
injury there will be a doctor with 
whom he already has confidence. And, 
of course, for minor injuries, the kind 
“treated” by Woods and McDonald, the 
presence of a team doctor might have 
made the difference between a Gold 
Medal and no medal. It’s a question of 
knowing vs. guessing. 

Sports medicine is now recognized 
discipline within the medical profession. 
Many high school football teams now 
have team physicians. That our ISDT 
team, competing in a very dangerous 
sport over such a long period in a 
foreign country should not have the 
services of a team physician. is 
inexcusable. 


A PLEA FOR THE WIVES OF 


DESERT RIDERS 

The Check Chase of two weeks ago 
was a grim affair. Two riders were 
killed. Roughly forty riders were 
seriously injured, and at least one, 
possibly two were considered critical. 
The one mentioned was picked up and 
flown by helicopter to three different 
hospitals. No one could do anything. 
The rider was completely unidentified 
and unconscious. No one could give 
permission to operate, no one could 
dare take a chance administering drugs 
without knowing his allergies, etc. 

Generally, I am against forcing 
anyone to do anything. If a rider wants 
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to risk his neck racing and then make 
absolutely sure that no one can help 
him, that’s his perogative, But consider 
this: In the pits were about 60 people, 
mostly wives, waiting for overdue riders. 
The word comes back that a rider has ` 
been killed, but no one knows who. Or 
worse, that an unidentified rider is 
critically injured and being shunted 
from hospital to hospital, his chances 
worsening with every trip, because no 
one knows who he is, what his allergies 
are, what his blood type is or any of the 
other information necessary to 
intelligently treat him. Consider those 
wives for a moment. Most of their 
hubbies will simply have run out of gas, 
or broken down. But they know that 
one of them has bought it, that one of 
them is now a widow or has a very 
badly injured husband whom nobody 
can help. And everyone of them is sure 
she’s the one. That’s a lot of suffering to 
cause for the privilege of keeping your 
weight down while you're racing by not 
carrying any identification. 

Human nature being what it is, for 
the next few races, everyone will have 
some identification with them, just as 
every time. someone dies of heat 
prostration we see a whole bunch of 
new canteens the next week. But then 
old timers forget and newcomers arrive 
who don’t know any better and pretty 
soon you have a new Check Chase 
where only the names are changed — 
when somebody finally discovers what 
the names are! 

One company makes available a little 
form called ‘‘Medicard,” or, dog tags of 
plastic with all the pertinent data 
needed can be purchased in quantity for 
only a few cents apiece. It seems to me 
that the AMA, and District 37 im 
particular, should require every rider to 
have one and have it properly filled out 
as a condition of his being allowed to 
ride the event. When the checker goes 
down the line and checks the tank 
cards, it would take little or no extra 
time to check the dog tags as well. No. 
tag, no ride. This isn’t something that 
should wait; it should be done right 
now. The next Check Chase might be 
next weekend.

I am now well on the road to recovery after losing the index finger of my left hand 
as a result of injuries received in the 1972 World Final. { also had a series of skin 
grafts on the same hand, but I hope to be riding again soon, during a short tour of 
South Africa. 

I was very disappointed at not winning what would conceivably be my last World 
Final. I had trained hard for the big event, the most important day in the speedway 
year. Swimming, early morning runs, exercises, etc., made me fitter than I had been 
for a long time. 
` At least being so fit helped my injuries to heal more quickly but I had hoped to 
finish my eighteenth World Final on the victors’ rostrum and not on a stretcher. 
Having beaten Ivan Maguer in my first race, I felt really good. ~ 

Then my world came crumbling down in the fifth race of the evening. First Bernie 
Persson of Sweden crunched into me and, as I hit the track, two Russian riders 
following behind also managed to make contact. 

That was the end of my racing in the Wembley final. My left hand was in a terrible 
mess and I had no chance at all of riding again. I was taken to a local hospital and at 
first it was feared that I would lose two fingers. The next day, however, I was 
transferred to another hospital where I got the very best treatment. : 

They could even have saved my index finger but it would never have been fully 
operational again. Rather than face a series of operations, I decided to have it 
amputated. Things could have been worse, of course. My injuries could have been 
more substantial; damage to the hand is better than damage to the head, so perhaps I 
was lucky. 

I was still hospitalized when Great Britain went to Germany and retained the 
World Team Cup against Poland, Russia and Sweden. This was the first time I had 
missed out on a World Team Cup Final but the lads did well and were convincing 
winners. 

Another big Meeting I missed was the British. League. Riders’, Cham 
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Gordeev hits Briggs.

Belle Vue. I have won this title six times — in fact, until 1971 I was the only man 
who had ever won the BLRC crown! — and was really keen to compete again this 
ear. 

¥ I had a practice run at Wimbledon two days before but quickly realized that I 
wouldn’t be able to ride. I could only hang on for a couple of laps. My Swindon 
mate, Martin Ashby, teok my place and rode the bike I had specially prepared for 
the World Final. 

Martin is the sort who benefits by advice and encouragement. Technically he is a 
very good rider and he proved it at Belle Vue by finishing second behind Ole Olsen. 

My plans for racing in 1973 are undetermined at present. Regular racing in 
England means two or three meetings a week, racing against lads who are willing to 
stick their necks out just to beat riders like Ivan and myself, 

After a mid-season crash this year I had a month out of the saddle. During the two 
months before the World Final, I only rode in about six or seven meetings. Yet I 
produced my best form for the final. 

Consequently it may be better and smarter for me to do less racing. I want to 
enjoy my racing and in the future will only compete in those meetings in which I can 
do just that and/or know that I can produce my best form. 

Second best never has been, nor never will, be any good to me. I may well get 
more involved with American AMA racing. Looking back on the few races I have 
competed in, I realize I have only scratched the surface.‘ 

Without doubt, the American racing scene is the toughest in the world. It requires 
a different mental approach to speedway racing in Britain. In the past I haven’t had 
the time to gear myself up properly. Perhaps I will have that opportunity in the 
months ahead, giving myself a chance to prove exactly what I can do in the States. 

However, my first excursion to America will not be for racing. I shall be jetting 
across the Atlantic before Christmas on business. No doubt I'll have a crack at Baja 
with Bruce Brown and his mate Jack. 

Don’t let Bruce’s apparent attitude fool you into thinking he’s only an immature 
rider. He’s crafty, and pulls diabolical strokes on me in this ride. Why, even Black

The reason that we didn’t like the 
350-Four at first was that there was 
something wrong with it. It had low end 
power, but it never seemed to develop 
much more power when it was wound 
out, if, indeed, it could wind out. We 
didn’t realize that there was anything 
wrong with it. We, like most people, had 
heard that the new 350 was slower than 
the old 350 twin, and we just figured 
that was what we were experiencing. 

Still, we were disappointed. Our staff 
touring buffs had said, “Wow, a four. It 


ground clearance. Shave off a little 
weight, maybe add a cam and you have 
a cafe racer!” We were disappointed 
because it was slow. Sickeningly slow. 
But then it went back because a spark 
plug hole stripped. 

When it came back to us, we found what 
we had been hoping for all along. It had 
a new head on it, and compared to what 
we had before it was a jet. All of a 
sudden, we found one of the nicest 
machines to come down the road in a 
long time. It still wasn’t terribly fast. 
There are other 350’s that can trounce 
it quite soundly through the quarter or 
in any power contest. It may not even 





ground clearance, and excellent throttle 
response out on the freeway. It is also 
extremely versatile and carries a 
passenger more happily than any other 
middleweight we have tested. 

The 350/4 can be used as your only 
transportation because it is so versatile. 
And this is one of the things that makes 
it such a good motorcycle. Down to the 
comer, across the country, or through 
some of the twistiest mountain roads 
around, the four is as good as anything 
around, 

The bike makes an excellent touring 
machine because it is comfortable and 
won’t tire you. Within a few hundred 


fourth. 

Other items that keep the machine 
from being uncomfortable or fatiguing 
are a super seat which will also carry 
two in fine style and narrow handlebars 
that keep you from being spread out 
like a sail at high speeds. It cruises 
happily at 80. One staffer rode it up to 
San Jose from Los Angeles, California 
and averaged about 75 MPH for the 
distance. He felt good when he arrived. 
The bike used about a quart of oil in 
1000 miles. The oil apparently went out 
the breather since it wasn’t burning or 
leaking any. 

The engine never minded any of this. 
After being wound to and past its 
10,000 RPM redline it would always 
settle immediately to an even idle. This 
may be due in part to very little 
flywheel effect (like all the Honda 
Fours). 

We really flogged it for 2,000 miles — 
put on in ten days, and it was just 
beginning to show signs of wanting 
attention. It was performing quite well, 
but there were getting to be more whirrs 
and clicks coming from the upper end 
of the engine. Power comes on strongly 
at 6,500 to 7,000 RPM which is ideal 
for freeway/touring use. It provided just 
the right response for passing, or other 
quick acceleration maneuvers, at 
freeway speeds. 

The transmission will be familiar to 
any rider of late model Hondas. It is 
light, with the usual short throw and 
positive feel. First and second are fairly 
far apart, but the ratios get closer as you 
run up through the five gears. Neutral 
was much easier to find than on any 
other Honda we have ever ridden. The 
clutch was positive but required a 
moderate pull to disengage. When it got 
hot the clutch would grab slightly. The 
familiar output whine was there, too. 

The exhaust system was one of the 
quietest that we have had the pleasure 
to test. The rider would be aware of a 
moderate amount of noise coming from 
the 350/4’s intake track and upper end, 
but as. the machine passed you it was 
never obnoxious, even at ten grand. Said 





one staffer: “Even if you can’t out drag 
anybody, it doesn’t matter. The thing is 
so quiet that no one ever knows that 
you are racing them.” 

Another neat thing about the pipes 
was that they were moved well up out 
of the way. This gave the machine a 
very respectible amount of ground 
clearance, although it did raise the 
passenger pegs slightly higher than 
might have been wished, With the 
clearance provided, grounding was never 
any sort of problem in corners although 
it would occasionally be possible to 
scrape if you tried. 

The ground clearance and handling 
impressed us all. At very high speeds the 
machine would exhibit just the slightest 
wobble while cornering. If you lowered 
your weight, either by leaning forward 
slightly or hanging off, even this little 
bit of wobble would disappear. Like the 
750, the little Four likes the power on 
in corners and would take a very. precise 
line under power. With the power off, it 
would fall into the comer slightly. 
Unlike the 750, the handling was very 
light and the machine could be thrown 
through side-to-side turns easily. 
Another neat handling characteristic 
was the 350’s willingness to change lines 
in the middle of a turn. It was in this 
sort of situation that the ground 
clearance could be appreciated. If you 
had to, you could just lean it over 
farther without worrying about 
uprooting yourself on an exhaust pipe 
or a stand. The limit to this sort of 
pastime was the tire adhesion which, 
while sufficient on dry roads was 
lacking on moist pavement. The tires 
also showed wear in a rather short time. 

Braking was excellent. You could 
lock up both wheels on signal. The front 
brake required a slightly heavy pressure 
(although less than the 750), but you 
never hand any trouble delivering that 
pressure when needed.. The front brake 
had one puck that hadn’t bedded in 
properly and squeaked a good deal 
under moderate pressure. There are 
commercial preparations that will take 
the squeak out of getting close so this 
should be no problem, 

In the 2,000 miles that we had the 
350-Four, it was mever necessary to 
adjust the chain — and we were hard on 
it. For that matter, the machine never 
required any attention at all except for 
the oil that it used. It would run very 
happily on regular gas and get up to 60 
MPG, The lowest we managed was 45 
MPG. The reserve tank would get you 
20 miles, and the range of a full tank 
was in the neighborhood of 150 miles. 

The speedometer was between five 
and ten MPH optimistic. The ignition 
switch is in the usual (for Honda) 
position, down under the left front end 
of the gas tank and is hard to reach. 
Fortunately, located on the bars with 
the throttle drum there is also the usual 
Honda kill switch to avoid those 
embarrassing moments. The lights were 
excellent. They were good enough that 
a rider on a larger British machine chose 
to follow the Honda and rely on its 
much superior lighting. The electric 
starter is located behind the cylinders 
and actuated by a button next to the 
throttle. Occasionally the starter would 
stay engaged until the throttle was 
blipped. 

Being a four-stroke, it uses very little 
gas and oil, goes a long way on a set of 
spark plugs and major engine parts 
(providing you ride it correctly), but 
requires some time and mechanical 
knowledge (or some money) when it 
needs to be serviced. It is recommended 
that it get the valves, timing, and carbs 
checked every 1000 miles (although 
you can get away with it every 2000). 
Inexperienced fiddlers, beware. A 
service will cost you twenty to 
twenty-four dollars plus oil, four plugs, 
a gasket or two; probably a few other 
miscellaneous parts. 





One of the problems with a road test 
is that you can’t tell how reliable a 
motorcycle will be over a long, period, 
We can, however, tell you this: if you 
are going to use a motorcycle as your 
only means of transport or if you want 
an all-around, flexible road machine you 
won’t be able to do better than the 
Honda 350-Four. If you are interested 
in competition riding, look elsewhere. 
This is a 
motorcyclist. The man who just rides 
for fun on weekends will love it. The 
man who uses his motorcycles for 
every thing needs it. 
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Handling is very Honda-like. It likes the power on when leaned over.

MEXICALI, B.C., MEX., Oct. 31-Nov. 
1, 1972 — It’s kind of sad, really. The 
bikes are shunted off to one side of the 
impound area and, to most of the 
people at the big North American 
Off-Road Racing Assn. events, it’s only 
the four-wheelers that count. All the pit 
talk is of Jones, Ferro and Thompson, 
who go blasting across Baja in their 
multi-hundred horsepower 
multi-thousand dollar factory specials. 
We heard a comment in the press 
compound, during the race: “The next 
one’s just a bike,” like it didn’t matter 
that Rolf Tibblin and Gunnar Nilsson

were running second overall and setting 
new records with every checkpoint they 
passed. 

The much-discussed course change 
(to the trans-peninsular route, across 
Baja instead of down the east coast 
from Mexicali) seemed to favor the 
four-wheelers. The other way, it just 
could have been a bike that won. To the 
good ole boys who seem to make up 
most of the NORRA staff and 
competitors, it is unthinkable to have a 
puny 40 horsepower beat the cars. 

It wasn’t really a close race this year 
as Parnelli Jones, with Bill Stroppe 
mechanicking for him, ran away with 
the 1000, but Rolf Tibblin, coach of the 
American Motocross Team, and Gunnar

Nilsson ran fastest of any motorcycle 
ever, making it to La Paz in nineteen 
hours, nineteen minutes. 

When Nilsson got to the finish line in 
the pre-dawn chill, there were no teeth 
on the countershaft sprocket and the 
knobby was down through the first 
layer of cord, but he was there over an 
hour and half before the next bike: the 
Bishop/Bohannon Suzuki 400. The 
intense practice and long days of 
pre-running the course paid off. Next 
came Bruce Dunford finishing off 
Mickey Quade’s hard-charging ride. 
Quade and Bishop. were virtually tied 
from about CP No, 2 through CO No. 6. 
This put Bishop ahead on time since he 
left six minutes after Mickey Quade.

Not to be outdone, Mike Stacey did it on the 125 Monark that was second in class, Preston 


Gerber rode the dark half. 


They must have been running within 
sight of each other for nearly 400 miles. 
How strange for the Baja, where it’s rare 
to see another bike racer near you and 
how comforting to know that there’s 
somebody else out there with you 
besides the big monsters that run you 
over. 

Fourth scooter to La Pax and first 
125 was the DKW with Steve Hurd 
aboard. Eric Jensen, and Hurd, running 
in front due to an early start time but it 
never looked*like they would win their 
class because of the fast guys behind 
them. Tom Brooks was moving right 
along. Terry Clark on the H-D 125 was 
the fastest biker m Baja after he got 
sorted out at CP No. 1- and started 
running. Bruce Baron on the 125 Honda 
was ahead of Clark mto CP No. 4 and 
was first 125 at that point. But then 
came dark and breaking and falls that 
cost them all time, positions or even a 
finish and Eric Jensen kept on running 
to hand over to Steve and rack up 
another Baja class for the little DKW 
and fourth motorcycle overall. 

Despite a major Honda effort, the 
Baron-Norgaard team was the only one 
to score in the top finishers. Bob 
Hosford and Mike Haney, both 
primarily smooth track riders, brought 
in a 350 twin sponsored by Long Beach 
Honda as fifth big bike. Gene Fetty 
finally managed to finish on the 
Silverthrone-Fetty 250 sometime 
Thursday afternoon. There was no 
definitive report on what happened to 
Gene Cannady or the 350 Honda single 
that he was to hand off to Max Switzer. 
He was still not located some two days 
after the start of the race. Dave 
Mungenast was out 10 miles past CP No. 
1 with ignition trouble in his 250 
Honda. : 

At the handoff point in El Arco, way 
down the Baja peninsula, Rolf Tibblin 
gave Gunnar Nilsson the lead of the big 
bikes and Nilsson. went out into the 
gathering darkness and repassed Parnelli 
Jones for a while until the monster 
Bronco got back by him. Imagine a dice 
with a 350 HP Fork in the dark in the 
middle of Baja. Gunnar has got some big 
ones. ¥ 
Terry Clark handed off to Mitch 
Mayes and Mitch took off from CP No. 
6 as first 125 through that point. Tom 
Brooks on the DKW and Bruce Baron 
on the Honda were all close to him, 
with Baron ahead on corrected time. 
Mitch then’ went and ‘got bffhard south 





of CP No. 7 and probably broke his leg. 
That ended the H-D lightweight effort. 

Clark had gone terribly fast. He was 
second bike through the handoff point, 
‘ahead of the Husky of Quade and the 
Suzuki 400 of Bishop. It’s a shame that 
Mitch was so pumped that he roared off 
and got off. 

Meanwhile, Parnelli Jones was 
running away with the race on time. He 
was back ahead of everybody at CP No. 
8. Malcolm Smith was fourth vehicle 
through CP No. 6 and continued on in a 
solo run to La Paz. But it seems that he 
wasn’t on his traditional Husky. He was 
in a single seat dune buggy. His leg was 
just out of the cast. 3 

Amidst the bikes that were still 
running back up the course was a mixed 
bag of entries; from the first-timers to 
the old Baja pros. There was a stock 
Yamaha 360 Enduro ridden by Ray 
Sweet and Fred Smith from Tennessee. 
It was out of the race by CP No. 2 at 
Camalu. Larry Wheeler, an entry from 
Oklahoma, unloaded from his 450 
Husky before El] Rosario’and was hurt. 

Earlier in the day, the leaders had 
been followed across Baja by a parade 
of Hondas (The four-strokes mostly had

a continuous bloc of starting times.);a | Husky that had seized on the pavement 
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The Tibblin/Nilsson combo proved unbeatable with speed, endurance and a 450 Husky that made 


it all the way, setting a new record of 19:19 for bikes in the 1000. 





125 Suzuki from Michigan running way 
back; and the four Monarks, including a 
50cc Monark with Lynn Wilson, the 
only female’ rider, aboard a 125. Long 
after all the bikes had come through the 
desert that stretches from the highway 
en the east coast of the peninsula to the 
mountains, the Patrick/Bowers Yamaha 
350 came barrelling down the road 
sandwiched tbetween two buggies and a 
Bronco. Mike Patrick got out of shape 
over the whoop-de-doos (He was 
cookin’ right along.) and saved it while 
he continued the chase of the other two 
wheel machines. 

That was the last bike we saw running 
before CP No. 2, except for a lone 450

Lynn Wilson was the only lady on a bike; rode down to El Arco on a 125 Monark. 


and was getting rebuilt with new 
cylinder and piston back.at CP No. 1. 
He finally got going again, too. 

After twenty to forty hours of agony, 
speed, concentration and, perhaps, a 
little healthy fear, it stacked up 
differently for the bikes than many 
pre-race “experts” had it figured. 
Nilsson and Tibblin were first bike, of 
course, and third overall in the 1972 
Baja 1000. They were beat in 
horsepower and money but not in 
courage Ron Bishop and Don 
Bohannon were second bike and second 
in the Open class. Quade and Dunford 
were third with a very good ride. 
(Quade had tured in an excellent ride

Start: 0 miles, August 31, 1972 at a 
place called La Bufadora on the south 
side of Punta Banda. The owners are 
Jose Leon Toscano and his wife, Maria. 
Ed and Kathy Hughes and Ron and 
Linda Duncan are the owners of the 
cabin which is hanging over a 25-foot 
cliff above the Pacific Ocean. A nice 
view. 

Slept the first night in the cabin. At 
six in the morning, I was waiting for 
Ron to get up. Kathy and Linda are up 
now, fixing a breakfast of coffee, eggs 
and bacon. We started getting our gear 
ready as soon as we finished breakfast. 

Loading our bikes was a laugh. To 
see all that necessary junk being 
bungie-corded down. Poor Yamaha 250 
DT-1’s; Ron’s 1968 and mine a 1971 
model, looked so heavy with all that 
gear. We thought they were going to 
break in half and we weren’t even riding 
them yet. 

We started them up at nine and got 
ready to go. Ron and I said our 
good-byes and Ron started off first. 
Hurrah! They. moved! Ron first, doing a 
little foot work on the ground and 
slipping in the clutch in order to get up 
the incline behind the cabin. I followed, 
doing the same. After going 25 feet Ron 
stopped, after leaving a trail of Crest

toothpaste and aspirins behind him. 

Out of La Bufadora, doing real fine 
for .7 of a mile to the paved road; 
returned to Maneadero and made a right 
turn for .9 of a mile to the Immigration 
Station. Tourist cards are made out and 
checked here. 

Passed through San Vincente, 
Colonia Colnett at 76.3 miles. In San 
Quintin we made a stop to check our 
gas. At this point, the road was. not 
paved in front of the town yet. We 
made our stop on the new dirt road to 
keep from getting run over by the local 
citizens. 

A Ford Ranchero came down the 
access road toward us. It had California 
license plates and a bike in the back. 
They came to a stop just behind us and 
introduced themselves as Mr. and Mrs. 
Chuck Berry and he said he knew a few 
guys in the Prospectors, M.C. to which I 
belong. 

We talked for a while about San 
Vincente and checked in the book that I 


brought with me called ‘Lower 
California Guidebook” by Peter 
Gearhard & Howard Gulick, 1964 


edition, We found it to be very accurate 
on distances and informative about 
Baja. 

Berry said they were interested in a 
side road right to Bahia San Quintin, 
where there was a flour mill which was

built around 1885. We bought gas to 
top off our tanks and noticed a small 
jeep with a couple of old gentlemen in 
it. I asked what it was and he said “A 
Suzuki two-cycle jeep.” First one I had 
ever seen. 

Funny thing about this little jeep, 
everytime they would start off, the 
front wheels would shake like hell. Then 
you could see the little jeep’s brake 
lights go on for an instant to stop the 
wobble and then start off again. They 
would pass us, then we would pass them 
again. This went on for quite a distance. 

After San Quintin the pavement 
started to end, Now we are in a 
man:-made hell. The dirt road gets 
worse from the bulldozers and trucks 
that pound it into hub-deep powder. 
Yow. Powder and more powder and 
horrendous dust. The bikes are getting a 
real workout now. 

Made it to El Rosario and 
Espinoza’s Place for rest, gas and some 
very good food. It was getting late now 
and time to find a place to camp for the 
night. We decided to camp on the 
beach. We found a nice spot with a 
shelter that someone had built. Laid our 
sleeping bags out, then along came two 
Mexican Nationals. They settled down 
by our campfire and began talking to 
Ron. They stayed for a long time, then 
one of them said “Good night” and left. 
The other one stayed on longer talking 
to Ron. He finally left but came back 
again. They said ‘‘Good night” again. 

We started to settle down, then came 
a darn herd of cows and one of the men 
came back, too. He talked again with 
Ron and left for a third time. But the 
herd of cattle stayed. Ron and I tried to 
chase them away but they wouldn’t go. 
The shelter must have belonged to them 
from the way they acted. We made 
camp again near a truck and camper 
from Washington, 

On the second day, we woke early 
and I started making coffee on the little 
Primus stove. The family in the camper 
was ready to leave. We said good-bye 
and thanks for letting us camp by them, 
As they drove off we saw something on 
the ground move, It was a little mouse. 
He was so small, you could hardly make 
him out. He really blended in with the 
gray beach rocks. I said, “Ron, look. A 
mouse”. 

Back through El Rosario to the main 
road. About 6 miles past town we came 


upon a group of five men and six boys 
from the United States. They flagged us 
down and offered us coffee and eggs. 
They were in the Oso Negro Baja Club. 
We talked with them for a while. They 
were headed for Lia Paz. 

We’re 175.6 miles from Ensenada at 
El Aguajito ranch. Coffee, sodas, beer, 
and gas are sold there. There’s an old 
American Automobile Assn. sign, all 
shot full of holes. The road climbs out 
of the canyon and starts up the steep 
Aguajito Grade. That’s where I took my 
first fall. I was looking at a big water 
truck. down in a gully. Don’t look down 
when turning a comer uphill — you'll 
lose control. Ron took a picture of the 
water truck. There was someone staying 
with it so nobody would strip it. 

El Arenaso, 187.5 miles from 
Ensenada, is a cattle ranch with a 
restaurant. While having a couple of 
beers we met two Mexican youths who 
were ‘driving to La Paz in an old Chevy. 
They left before us but we‘ caught up 
fast and passed them in their Tijuana 
Chevrolet going like hell. Later, we 
passed two boys from the Oso Negro 
Club. 

On to Santa Inez’s cattle ranch for 
some rest. Then on up the dirt and rock 
strewn road, rocks (piedra) and more 
rocks, dust (pozo), dust, dust and more 
dust. 

Now we encountered a truck on the 
(piedra) road, blocked from going uphill 
with more trucks behind us. The road 
was narrow with very Jarge rocks above 
and below. This made it impossible to 
pass on either side. Ron and I built a 
narrow trail around the truck and made 
it past. The truck had fuel pump trouble 
and the driver was trying to fix it. This 
is where I got gas in my eyes and face 
by trying to be a good guy. I blew in the 
gas tank and it backflushed right in my 


face. I stopped it from buming by 
rinsing off with water from our 
canteens. 


We arrived at Laguna Chapala, 274.8 
miles from Ensenada, Rancho Laguna 
Chapala is a small cattled ranch on a 
windswept dry lake bed. We had good 
food and beer here but they don’t have 
gas for sale. 

Ron had a problem with a water 
hole. Yes, a water hole. A few days 
before we began our trip it had rained 
down there. Rain makes mud puddles 
in the road and Ron hit one, a deep one

— the only deep one. We were moving - 


along at a good speed on this section of 
dirt road. I noticed that we were 
encountering these small puddles every 
now and then. This one snuck up.on us. 

I came around this one corner and 
Wow! almost ran smack into it. I got my 
bike slowed in time, skirted the edge 
and went on. Ron must have been 
going faster than I was. He couldn’t get 
his Yamaha stopped in time, so he hit 
his power and went through the middle. 
Boy, he sure was a mess. Mud all over 
everything. This was 20 miles before we 
reached Rancho Laguna Chapala. 
Getting back to Chapala, our meal there 
was real good but first, if you want to 
eat, you have to ask them for a place at 
the dinner table. Ron had to ask one of 
the truckers to ask for us as were late. 

It’s starting to get dark and we’re 
looking for a place to make camp. 
About eight miles from Chapala we met 
the Oso Negro group again and made 
camp with them. 

Started the third day at six A.M. 
Ron’s rear tail light had a bolt and nut 
missing; also the rubber pad. I had a 
piece of rubber hose on my handle bars 
that I sue for mounting a chart when I 
ride enduros. We used the rubber hose 
to make a new pad. Using the nut and 
bolt out Ron’s license plate we were 
able to finish our repairs. Said good-bye 
to the Oso Negro group and off we 
went. Last night, Ron lost his plastic 
gallon jug which we used for carrying 
extra gas. 

297.7 miles on the speedometer is 
where we turn for Bahia de Los Angeles. 
Ron was doing his thing again. You see 
this big Baja bus had just passed me. 
Well, Ron had a chicken contest with 
this bus. It was the Baja Express that 
goes from La Paz to T.J. Ron saw it just 
im time and got by. 

Less than a mile later, we made our 
next turn towards Baha de Los Angeles, 
which is still some 45 miles away. On 
the way down the road, we came across 
two VW Bugs and a Datsun truck from 
the U.S. We passed them and continued 
to the Bay of L.A. Ron took up the rear 
slot. Aha! The Gulf and Bahia de Los 
Angeles right in front of us. We made it. 

There’s a big, beautifully-made stone 
hotel belonging to Antero (Papa) Diaz. 
It’s now 10 P.M. We just finished dinner 
in the open patio at the hotel with the 
rest of the guests.

Ron is making friends with a scallop 
diver. He lives on one of the largest 
islands across the bay from us. His name 
is Felipe Aveiles. He dives for scallops at 
120 feet for 3 hours at a time. Eight or 
more men live on the island for 
two-three weeks at a time. Then they 
are brought to Bahia de Los Angeles for 
a weekend, 

Now we have been invited to watch 
scallops being cleaned by the local 
people. From the time the scallop boat 
arrives, they begin shelling and continue 
until all are shelled. I counted 57 of 
them, Each person shells his (or her) 
own net full into a bucket of water. The 
scallops are then taken out and put in a 
plastic bag. Each person’s bag is weighed 
and tallied. All are put into a freezer to 
be held for air shipment to their 
destination. 

Well, Ron’s doing it again. Felipe has 
him right in there with young girls 
shelling scallops. Looks like Ron will 
make a good Scallop plucker. 

Now to bed on the beach. It’s nice 
and warm. Ron went skinny dipping in 
the Gulf. Me, too. He even mooned me. 
Got up at six A.M. Had a breakfast of 
eggs and granola. Packed up and off we 
went for the ride back. 

We’re 16 miles from Bahia de Los 
Angeles and I’m following a 1957 Chevy 
truck. There are two Mexicans in the cab 
and one on top on a piece of plywood. I 
followed them for about one-fourth of a 
mile, Then all of a sudden the truck slid 
to a stop. The passenger door flew open 
and a big Mexican jumped out with a 
-22 rifle held at port arms (It looked 
like an agressive move.) 

Ron was behind and when he saw 
what was happening, really honked it on 
with a little manslaughter in mind if he 
didn’t lower the rifle. The Mexican was 
just staring at me without moving. I 
motioned for him to close the door. As 
he noticed Ron riding up he lowered his 
rifle and closed the truck door for us to 
pass. (Whew!) 

Forty-five miles to where the road 
forks is a building where you can buy 
gas and beer. Then, a right turn to 
Chapala. We met six fellows from the 
United States on a Kawasaki, a Husky 
and a Suzuki with back packs. They 
were headed for La Paz. 

We are now back at Santa Inez cattle 
ranch. We stopped for gas and rest. Ron 
is now wandering around with camera in

hand taking a few pictures. 

About 10 miles from Santa Inez, 
Ron did his final thing. We were going 
through this rocky hilly area, both going 
too fast. Came to this sharp corner 
going downhill. | made it and stopped 
to see how Ron would do. He didn’t 
make it. 

Ron fell down, taking some skin off 
his left elbow and damaging his pride. 
We picked up the pieces: one foot peg 
rubber and his wrist watch. Then we 
straightened out the rest of his shook-up 
gear. The road was real good traveling at 
this pot and we were making good 
time. 

Our next stop was El Progreso 
Ranch. We were lucky. This time they 
had gas for sale. Some 42 miles later, I 
was there but no Ron. I waited five 
minutes, then 10 minutes, and still no 
Ron. While waiting I gassed up and had 
a beer. After waiting 20 minutes, I 
started back to look for him. Just about 
that time I saw his cloud of dust headed 
my way. He had lost his sleeping bag 
and had to back track: for five miles 
before he found it. So we once more 
repacked his gear. We decided maybe he 
needed: better bungie cords next time. 

We are now back at the man-mad hell 
— the point where the Mexicans are 
working on the new highway. Now it’s 
even worse. We had to stay a mile apart 
to keep from eating the leader’s dust. It 
-was so deep that the bikes would almost 
vanish when plowing our way through 
it. This miserable condition kept up til 
EI Rosario where we stopped to eat and 
get gas before at Espinoza’s place. 

It’s starting to get dark and we 
thought we’d try some night riding. By 
now the same road we came down on to 
El Rosario is nothing but a dust bowl. 
It’s tough going at night. When we were 
5.5 miles from El Rosario we met two 
guys from San Francisco. They were in 
a small MG and dust had gotten to the 
ignition. Their wheels were 13” and the 
dust came up over our motorcycle hubs. 
Behind these boys was another car 


stuck. It was from T.J. and had three , 


Mexicans in it. We gave them some 
water from our canteens. We couldn’t 
do much for anyone so we decided to 
move on. 

The road was still bad at this point 
but where it got good, Ron almost did it 
again. I was out in front and saw it first. 
Rocks in a straight line across the road

with a large opening in the middle. I 
went on through but felt something 
wrong. So I stopped and in my 
headlights was a big ditch for a culvert 
that wasn’t finished yet. I turned 
around and found the access road back 
by the line of rocks. Hub-deep dust 
filled the bypass road and down I fell 
head first. (Splat) I got up to turn 


around and warn Ron. I could see his“ 


headlights getting real close. At that 
point I lost my footing — the darn dust 
— and fell over again, Yup, head first. 
Ron went sailing through, heading for 
the ditch, but he braked just in time. 

We decided it was too dangerous; we 
must quit for the night. Made camp just 
off the road below San Quintin. That 
was when we were attacked by 
mosquitos. 

Headed for Colonia Colnett in the 
morning for gas. Ron fouled two spark 
plugs on the rest of the way, I think the 
air filters were loaded from all that dust. 

A left turn at Maneadero headed up 
for Punta Banda and our starting point: 
La Bufadora. Total miles: 697.2. All in 
all, the trip was uneventful.

CARL MORROW — THE MAN, THE 
BIKE, AND 7 MILES OF DAMP SALT 


by Keith Arnold 

At the Bonneville Salt Flats, the 
Flanders leave nothing to chance. At the 
original inspection all major parts are 
marked (ala ISDT) with an indelible 
paint. No changes are permitted without 
teching in all over. The surprising thing 
about Carl’s bike was that all seals were 
completely intact!! Across the gas cap 
was a wax sealed piece of tape. On the 
wheels, heads, barrels, and virtually 
everywhere else there was the telltale 
splotch of paint. 

The first thing that comes to mind 
when thinking about the record is 
“why?”. Carl yielded, replied, “I just 
had to try it, it would be the ultimate 
tuning challenge.” One of the things 
that came out was that out of ten 
experimental changes, only one is going 
to work. Or as Carl put it, “You try all 
this complicated intricate work and 
eventually return to the simplest thing 
possible.” 

It would be good to point out that 
no one can do all the work alone and 
not go bananas. With the help of such 


friends as Art Goolsbee and cash 
sponors like the Union ‘Tractor 
Company of Canada, anything was 
possible. 


The basic theme is that of a big 
roadracer. There are a few obvious 
differences. That fairing is really wide 
(so is Carl, though). There’s no front 
brake. The tires are shaved, and Mein 
Got, they are rock hard. Obviously not 
designed for going around corners at 
any speed. 

Some particulars: The front end is 
right off the showroom floor, It’s stock 
Sportster with the exception of the 
Kendal SAE 50 oil in the forks. The 
angle chosen for the forks is a mild 34 
degrees, The bars and throttle are all 
Flanders’ products. 

The rear end, with the exception of 
struts, is completely stock! This is true 
of the entire frame. Carl’s reason for 
this is, “It’s a Harley-Davidson, a good 
base to build on”. 

The motor is a real clock. 17 jeweled 
and all. The sound of that thing running 
is incredible. Crack the throttle and it’s 
alive — right now. 

The heads are modified in Carl’s own 
shop and fitted with oversize valves. The 
engine needs all the breathing room it 
can get, thus the 1-15/16 inch intake 
valve. The carburetion is performed by 
an S&S with a 1% inch Venturi. The 
Forgetrue pistons (11:1) move in a set 
of “Doc” Dykes cylinders. The 
transmission is from an XR 750. 

The fastest run made was 188.705 
MPH. 

And then there was Bonneville. And 
after the Lord created this he swore off 
salt forever. That is the way many 
people would feel after a week on the 
hottest and possibly most miserable 
place in the world. 

The race started for Morrow on a 
Sunday. It was the 20th. 


“After unloading,- I- made - an -easy « . - 


trial run.” Unbelieved record for his 
class. The record at that time was only 
138 MPH. In making an easy pass, Carl 
did a minor miracle and made a first 
pass qualifying run: 140.46 MPH! 

I should point out here that although 
Carl Morrow weighs over 200 pounds, he 
decided to ride the bike himself. This 
was due to the fact that in this and 
other forms of racing, riders have 
screwed him. Not all of them, but 
enough to leave a sour taste in his 
mouth. 

Back to the Salt Flats. On the first 
and only leg on this attempt the motor 
went dead halfway through. 

Wednesday, bright and early, the 
bike was brought back up to the line for 
requalification. With the record still at a 
slow 138, Carl made the third pass of 
his life and went 154 MPH. On the 
return run one of those things happened 
that, in your older years, you laugh at. 
Carl forgot to shift into fourth. Yow can 
imagine the RPM’s of that motor as 
they passed through the traps at 160 
MPH in third! Carl’s comments, “TI got 
confused with the numbers, they are 
reversed on the return run,” (instead of 
1234567...they run 7654321). 

In LSR runs, the qualifying run is 
timed through a quarter mile timed 
area. In the record run you have to 
maintain your speed for one entire mile. 
Just think, one mile at an RPM far 
surpassing that of red line. What a 
motor! 

The result of this embarrassing 
experience? A new record for the class 
at 156.841 MPH. 

Now that you got the record what do 
you do? In the case in point, you get 
upset at setting too slow a record, How 
do you get satisfaction? Go out and 
requalify at over your new record and 
do the whole thing again. That is just 
what Carl Morrow did, 

On Friday on a single attempt at 
qualifying, the partially streamlined 
bike with Carl aboard went 157.304, 
enough to requalify. 

Saturday dawned with a strong wind. 
The firt leg of the record would be 
directly into the wind. Neat. Well 
outside of the wind a little problem 
arose. In Carl’s own words, “I shifted 
too early, went into fourth too soon. 
Maybe I should have stayed with third 
all the way.” It was true that this was 
not the best run of his stay but at 
152.477 you could hardly call it a slow 
trip. Returning yielded an-unbelievable 
168.705 MPH. 

What can be expected in the future 
from this group? Fuel infection, 
blowers, even fuel could be next.

was originally scheduled to co-ride with 
J.N. Roberts in this “Thousand”. Some 
people in Mexicali refused to believe 
that J.N. wasn’t there. Had he been, he 
and Quade might have done the whole 
thing.) 

The first big displacement four-stroke 
was the Long Beach Honda 350 twin 
ridden by Hosford and Haney, but they 
were about ninth overall bike, being 
beaten by the 125 Honda. The big 
four-stroke was fifth in class, behind 
another bigh Husky with Oklahoma 
riders Jack Zink and Vern Street in the 
saddle for over 25 hours. 

The biggest bike of all, a Circle 
Industries-sponsored Harley Sportster 
ridden by Larry Bergquist and Jack 
Froelich did not make it to La Paz at 
last report but were out after a 
determined ride. Karl Krohn and Tom 
Darby started off on a_ very 
together-looking 650 Triumph sidehack 
and were still motoring along after 
crossing the peninsula and starting 
south. Lack of radio communication 
with La Paz due to sunspots prevented 
getting any definite word on their status 
by deadline. They deserve applause for 
starting. 

It’s not really a contest between the 
cars and bike anymore. Some of the 
older Baja riders like to think it still can 
be. Rolf Tibblin and Gunnar Nilsson did 
a lot of high-priced machinery right in 
the eye, but there really is no substitute 
for cubic inches and rectangular dollars. 
Particularly when something like 200 
miles of the route of the Baja 1000 is 
smooth pavement. 

The Baja 1000 won’t exist as we 
know it for very much longer. Maybe 
next year will be the last running along 
the traditional course. Maybe the year 


after that. The asphalt creeps farther 
north and south every month. The

dust clouds at a rapid rate. 
course will have to re-routed and, since 
that means rougher terrain, many of the 
car types probably won’t go for it. And 
NORRA is dominated by the car types. 

For off-road racers, and all men who 
have some of the spirit, and touch of 
madness that sets them apart from the 
norm, one of the last great challenges in 
North America will soon disappear in 
the name of progress. You can’t keep a 
developing country like Mexico 
primitive forever, but it will be a serious 
loss to the spirit of hard chargers and 
the reality of the great adventure when 
there is no more Baja 1000; the way it 
used to be: a desert race.

for about three laps as the sturdy Czech 
tried to find a way around him. Miroslav 
finally got past Brad with about 15 
minutes to go. Just before the end of 
the moto, Jaak Van Velthoven, who 
didn’t seem to be tiring at all and had 
worked his way up from a bad starting 
position, also got by Lackey. Jim 
Pomeroy was now behind Lackey and 
he didn’t get by. That’s the way they 
finished the second International moto. 
Halm had to work very hard to pass 
Lackey and Mikkola couldn’t get 
around Maisch, even though it seemed 
like he could zap the thin Maico rider at 
any of a half dozen different spots on 
the long Carlsbad course.

DeCoster and Mikkola 
were tied on points but second was 
awarded to DeCoster based (we were 
told) on a better last moto performance. 
As we remember it, ties are resolved by 
fastest time under FIM rules which, by 
appearances, would give second to 
‘Mikkola. The Finn took home third

place cash. 

The Hang Ten trophy for the overall 
winner was literally a work of art. It was 
a bronze sculpture beautifully rendered 
in deep relief of a motocross rider in a 
berm. Ironically, the number on the 
front plate was 10, Mikkola’s number. 
Ake Jonsson took it, though, along with 
an ever-increasing lead toward the series 
title. 

Probably nothing would give the 
Maico-mounted Swede more pleasure 
than to beat arch-rival DeCoster, who he 
feels unfairly aced him out of the World 
Championship this year. And there is 
hardly an question in anybody’s mind 
who the 500cc U.S. Champ will be. 
Brad Lackey seems to look better with 
every big motocross he rides. 

Baron Von Essen, the FIM 
representative, was present to observe 
the course and the running of the 
motocross and, with some better crowd 
control, it looks like the U.S. has an 
International point-paying Grand Prix 
for 1973. Riders and officials alike 
complained about spectators running 
acorss the course. Overhead bridges and 
Anchor fence should help that, since 
spectators seem to have no regard for 
the snow fence that was erected to keep 
people out of the riders’ way. 

One thing you don’t see at European 
motocrosses is spectators inconsiderate 
enough to run out in front of racers 
during a moto. The sponsor, Hang Ten, 
was obvious without being obnoxious or 
blatant and they put up a good purse. 
The one downer was the fact that the 
much-ballyhooed Soviet riders, Moiseiev 
and Kibirine, did not show. But then 
they most likely have their own 
problems.

250 Support Class 

Bob Grossi won his qualifying round 
of the 250 Support Class, pretty much 
as expected. Second was the boy 
wonder from Mid-Valley CZ, Greg 
Robertson, blowing Tripes, DeFeo, West 
and the like into the proverbial weeds. 
Also making the cutoff for the money 
motos was Dave Aldana. Yes, that Dave 
Aldana. National No. 13, who had taken 
second in a big speedway race at Ascot 
the previous Friday and usually takes 
first in the Half-mile there. 

The other qualifying round was taken 
by a fast-flying Rich Eierstedt, who 
many outside of Southern California 
had never heard of. The American 
Motocross-sponsored Eierstedt finished 
ahead of another Mid-Valley rider, Ron 
DeSoto. All told, 30 riders lined up for 
the first of two money motos in the 250 
class. 

Off the line, it was young Greg 
Robertson followed by DeSoto and 
Marty Tripes. Then Rex Staten, a local 
rider sponsored by Triumph-Suzuki of 
Pomona, appeared out of the pack and 
ran out in front of Robertson and 
Tripes. Staten took off like a jet for 
about a lap and a half, then fell. It was 
back to a fight between Robertson and 
Tripes for the lead. Both of these 
motocross monsters are tender youths 
of 16, by the way. 

Tripes took the lead, then his bike 
quit leaving the point to Robertson. 
Eierstedt moved up by Robertson, 
began stretching out a healthy lead over 
Eierstedt and teammate DeSoto. 
Meanwhile, Bob Grossi had moved up to 
about fifth and was chasing the leaders 
around. The long, cobby, 
wheel-chattering downhill really 
separated the men from the boys in the 
250 class, even if it meant that it was 
the boys who got down it faster. The 
youth brigade was definitely quicker 
than the old guys of 20 or 21. 

Meanwhile, Dave Aldana, still wearing 
his BSA sweatshirt of two years ago but 
on a healthy-sounding Ossa, was beating 
guys like Lamppu and Lars Larsson 
back in the pack. 


It looked like Robertson had the 
moto completely sewn up, but in the 
last five minutes Bob Grossi parlayed his 
advanced years and European 
experience into a quick pass to be first 
at the checkered. 

After the International class was over 
and the Europeans had gotten their 
trophies, acclaim, and money, the 
second 250 moto (and last race of the 
day) dumped their clutches to roar into 
the lengthening shadows that reached 
across the natural bowl of the Carlsbad 
International track. It was a shame so 
many of the spectators had started to 
leave. The last 250 moto was probably 
the best racing of the day. 

Another local hero, Morris Malone, 
jumped into the lead on his own shop’s 
AJS. Greg Robertson lost the race for 
the corner but was right behind him, 
followed by Eierstedt. Malone was 
riding better than he had all year. 
DeSoto had moved up on the front 
three and he made his bid on the 
superfast straight leading to the first 
uphill-downhill hairpin. He crashed 
badly enough to have the wagon roll, 
but was almost walking by the end of 
the day. 

Robertson got tight on Malone and 
Bob Grossi suddenly appeared to go by 
Eierstedt. Grossi kept on pushin’ and 
got past the younger duo to move into 
first/considerably sooner than he had in 
the first moto. About three laps later, 
Marty Tripes got by Malone and 
Robertson to take second. Grossi still 
seemed to have a comfortable lead. But 
Tripes steadily narrowed the gap, 
closing relentlessly in the last few laps 
of the last moto. It was getting dusky 
and long shadows had given way to a 
dark track. 

Coming over the last dropaway on 
the last lap, Tripes caught Grossi. Marty 
had his wheel opposite Grossi’s tank on 
the last turn before the checkered. And 
Grossi kept it that way for the last 50 
ft. to the finish. Marty had waited too 
long to play catch-up.

IN DEFENSE OF FREEDOM.

One ofthese fortnights I’d been 
planning to get around to discussing the 
Sierra Club and a letter in the November 
11 CN provides a golden opportunity to 
investigate some of the characteristics of 
this powerful organization and its 
members. The gentleman, who says he 
belongs to the Sierra Club, resents what 
he calls my “stereotyping of Sierra Club 
members” and insists that I am guilty of 
“consistently...lumping all Sierra Club 
members together and saying they are 
unthinking idiots who throw fits on 
command”. He goes on to support the 
candidacy of George McGovern, and to 
condemn “stereotyping’’ even when he 
agrees with the person doing it...a noble 
sentiment. 

Lesson One about the Sierra Club is 
that it has devised a formula that comes 
close to having your cake and eating it 
too. An individual Sierrista can say 
whatever he pleases in public, in print, 
and the “Club” makes no effort to 
disavow his remarks. If, however, these 
remarks should turn out to be 
embarrassing to the “Club”, it makes 
haste to insist that the member was 
speaking for himself, and was in no way 
an authorized spokesman for the 
“Club” itself. Thus if the “Club” feels it 
gains by this self-identified member’s 
remarks, there will be no disavowal of 
his attitudes, while if the “Club” feels it 
stands to lose, he will be quickly and 
firmly cut loose from official policy. 
This is an ingenious and highly effective 
device of which motorcyclists should 
take note. The “Club” stands to. gain 
from successful attacks by its individual 
members, but has nothing to lose from 
attacks which fail. Why can’t 
motorcyclists take this same approach? 
A good motorcyclist speaks for all 
motorcyclists, but a bad motorcyclist 
speaks only for himself. 

Now this individual Sierrista contends 
that I have attacked the “Club” in a 


manner which: he describes as 
“consistently”, Is this correct? 
The Sierra Club was not even 


mentioned in my column on the 


forthcoming Presidential election. Nor 
was it mentioned iņ the previous 
column. Nor the one before that, nor 
even the one before that. Finally, more 
than two months ago, the Sierra Club 
turns up in one passing reference — a 
single sentence. A professional liar 
would never dream of describing this as 
“consistently”, for he would realize 
how absurd such a claim would be, and 
how easily refuted. Only someone who 
is propelled by sentiment and emotion 
would contend that one sentence out of 
more than three pages of fine print is 
“consistently”, for he actually believes 
what he says. 

Now this individual Sierrista contends 
that he is strongly opposed to 
stereotyping. Do the facts beat this out? 

Because I did not agree with all his 
views, he compares me with “rabid 
dogs” and accuses me of being 
“irrational”. What do you think? If you 
were verbally placed in the midst of a 
pack of “rabid dodgs”, would you feel 
that you’d been stereotyped? 

Now this individual Sierrista contends 
that I have been guilty of “lumping all 
Sierra Club members together”. Is there 
any evidence for this claim? 

The one sentence in which the Sierra 
Club appeared was this (CN, Sept. 12): 
“If the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
were to propose land-fill reclaimation 
for the Grand Canyon every 
card-carrying member of the Sierra Club 
in the country would have, on signal, a 
floor-pounding fit of uncontrolled 
frenzy”. The point, you may recall, was 
that anyone may choose to be terribly 
concerned about all erosion, and that 
anyone may choose to distinguish 
between good erosion and bad erosion, 
but nobody can have it both ways at 
once. To be offended by this innocuous 
point of logic is to confess that you 
want the right to be inconsistent. 
Consider this exerpt: 

“-news of what seem to be two 
conservation victories in battles. the 
Sierra Club has been deeply concerned 
with: two leading proponents of the 
Grand Canyon dams seem to have given

up for this session of Congress.....This is 
just to urge you to keep your powder 
dry. Seeming victory can be snatched 
away by a clever opposition. A grim 
victory can be snatched away by. a 
clever opposition. A grim defeat could 
be packaged as a reasonable 
compromise...1 think our position can 
be summed up this way: We have no 
objection to Colorado River 
development as long as it stays out of 
Grand Canyon...we're closing no doors 
either, and urge citizen conservationists 
to keep up the alertness that has saved 
the day so far with their letters to 
Congress...We wish California water 
developers would think less of 
California and more of American...We 
would like to see a Central Arizona 
Project that stays out of Grand 
Canyon...We believe Grand Canyon 
National Park should be extended to 
protect all the Grand Canyon. That’s 
the Canyon’s highest use. The world 
knows it; most Americans do. And we 
hope Congress realizes it too”. 

The italics are mine and emphasize 


two things: the militant, 
itching-for-a-fight, holy-way, 
no-compromise attitude which 
dominates this extract, and the 


consistent (I think seven times out of 
seven opportunities is consistent) use of 
“we” and “our” in what is evidently a 
statement of official organizational 
position to which all loyal members 
will, by definition, adhere. 

This quotation is from an official 
publication of the Sierra Club and 
appears over the signature of then 
Executive Director David R. Brower, for 
many years Mr. Sierra Club himself. 
When the chief executive officer of an 
organization states in print that this is 
“our position”, when he wars his 
members that they must not accept any 
“reasonable compromise” but must 
“support” this position as best they can, 
what right or reason do you or I have to 
suppose that loyal members will work 
to oppose this position? 

I realize, of course, that not all 
Sierristas are loyal members. Some 





belong to the “Club” to take advantage 
of its well-organized, cheap, fun 
excursions and have little interest in or 
sympathy with the  organization’s 
political politices. I should know this as 
well as anyone, for that’s exactly why I 
joined the Sierra Club. Other members 
are fire-breathing fanatics about the 
“wilderness” even though their closest 
contact with it seems to be looking at 
photos of it in the pretty picture-books 
the “Club” merchandises at a tidy 
profit. Yet others are the chieftans, like 
David R. Brower, whose attitude toward 
the rank-and-file members astonished 
me. I asked David R. Brower once why 
he was not talking about the North 
American Water and Power Alliance, 
and Sierra Club publications had said 
not a word about NAWAPA, even 
though this one project dwarfed by far 
everything the Sierra Club had opposed 
all put together. He casually explained 
that, at the time, NAWAPA was still in 
the talking stage, but should it ever look 
like it was getting serious, the Sierra 
Club would alert its members in good 
time and “of course we will oppose 
it”... Of course! David R. Brower was 
coolly confident that whenever he 
decided to give the signal enough of his 
members would respond with robotic 
predictability to kill the project. 
Naturally the ones who jerked when 
their buttons were pushed would be 
those most bound by blind, unthinking 
loyalty. Keenly aware from first hand 
experience of the vast differences 
among Sierra Club members, I 
consciously and deliberately inserted 
the qualification regarding blind loyalty 
in the one sentence referring to the 
“Club”. A liar would not be so bold as 
to deny the existence’ of this 
qualification, but only a person who 
was a helpless victim of his own 
emotions and was really incapable of 
seeing what was before his very eyes. 

In sum we have a poor soul who is 
inconsistent ‘and who suffers from 
hallucinations and selective blindness, Is 
he a typical, or stercvtypical, Sierrista? 
What do you think?
